The annual statement of the trade 
and commerce of St, Louis for 1919, 
issued today by Eugene Smith, secre- 
tary of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
states that increases varying from 
10 to 20 per cent were made by mer- 
chasts and manufacturers over the 
volume of business in 1918.
